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Forget the Victories 

There is no prospect whatever that 
Canadians will wake up some morning In 
the near future to learn that Germany has 
surrendered to the Allies. But suppose 
that should happen? There would still be 
Japan to be dealt with—and nobody ex- 
pects that will be either a short or a cheap 
job. There would still remain the expense 
of supporting the men and women in our 
armed forces at home and abroad for an 
indefinite time, of bringing them back 
when the fighting is ended, of restoring 
them to self-supporting occupations in 
private life. War expenditure will not stop 
suddenly, and there is nothing to suggest 
that it is even likely to start to taper off 
for a year or more. 

Whatever can happen on the fighting 
fronts, the $1,200,000,000 which we are 
asked to subscribe in the Fifth Victory 
Loan will therefore be needed. It is sheer 
self-delusion and wishful dreaming to Sup- 
pose anything else. In all probability some 
of the money has been already Spent in 
advance, for the cost of war is a continu- 
ous drain and it is still mounting. The 
good news that has been coming from the 
Mediterranean, from Russia and from the 
South Pacific carries no implication that 
less than the amount asked for may be 
needed. Every dollar of it is urgently re- 
quired—just as urgently as though the 
news had been bad instead of good. 

This is no time to hold our punches. 
Forget the victories. They have nothing 
to do with the case.

Get Them on the List 


General MacArthur has done a service 
to humanity in identifying the Japanese of- 
ficers who beheaded a prisoner airman in 
the South Pacific. Every effort should be 
made to find out in every theatre of con- 
flict the names of those responsible for 
atrocities, and these names should go on a 
black list of persons who will be brought 
to book when the time for settlement 
comes. 

It will do little to banish wartime bar- 
barism from the world if only a few higher- 
ups are punished. Their instruments must 
also be dealt with, in keeping with the 
measure of their guilt. From the private 
soldier up to Hitler and Tojo the crimi 
will have to pay the penalty if savagery is 
to be suppressed and international law es5- 
tablished.

The Royal Oak has been avenged. The’ 
daring exploit of. an enemy U-boat com- 
mander who sneaked into Scapa Flow to 
sink that battleship in the early days of the 
war has been countered by the torpedoing 
of the Tirpitz in its hide-out along the Nor- 
wegian coast. Though the Tirpitz was not 
destroyed it was put out of commission for 
many months. Considering the difficulties, 
the attack was carried out with as great 
skill and daring as the raid into Britain’s 
northern base . As the Tirpitz out-classed 
the Roval Oak in speed, armament and 
armor, its suspension from operations is as 
severe a blow to the enemy as the loss of 
the older ship was to Britain. And while 
the Tirpitz is disabled, the other Nazi 
battleships are not likely to stick their 
noses out of their sheltering fiords. What 
it amounts to is that the British midget 
submarines put the Nazi surface fleet out 
of action for a considerable time.

many. For that attitude we can be 
grateful, for just how Russia, Bri- 
tain, and the United States could 
agree on a joint occupation and 
joint military and civil administra- 
tion has always been beyond me. 
The Russians obviously will not 
be for an Anglo-American occupa- 
tion of a country which she will 
| have contributed most to defeat, and 
| which is on her borders. 
| An Anglo-American-Russian occu- 
| pation for purposes of disarmament, 
and for bringing home to the Ger- 
| man people the fact of defeat, would 
present few difficulties, But even 
the punishment of war criminals 
| would certainly lead us to differ- 
}ences with Russia, for they are 
| bound to have other ideas than ours 
about them, 

But a prolonged joint occupation 
is just outside the realm of common 
sense. Common sense, apparently, 
is both one of the highest attri- 
butes of statesmanship and one of 
the rarest in these days 


Unless we find a solution for the 
Kuropean question and the world 
question in respect of security we 
cannot solve the German problem, 
including the German armament 
problem, in any satisfactory way. 
The problem of disarming Germany 
of all offensive weapons immedi- 
ately after defeat does not, how- 
ever, demand prolonged occupation 
and administration of Germany. 
Germany can be better policed in 
the international meaning of the 
word from her borders than from 
her centre 

If the result is that Germany 
blows up internally in civil war, why 
not calmly await its outcome? 

If we should determine to leave 
the solution of the German mess 
to the Germans, and only see to it 
that we protect ourselves, then the 
sooner we adopt this policy offi- 
clally the more we can exploit it 
in pressure on the German internal 
Situation 

For any people will fight even a
